SAN FRANCISCO 

STATE STRIKE 
SPREADS 



San Francisco State College has been officially shut down for the 
second time tn a month as the results of a student strike which hat 
grown to historic proportions. The closing of the school represents 
another victory for striking students led by the Black Students Union 
(BSU) and the Third World Liberation Front (TWLF). 

Meanwhile, militant students actions hit San Francisco City College 
and the College of San Mateo. At City College several hundred black 
and brown students angrily stalked out of a convocation Oec. 11, and 
smashed windows on the campus. The militants were angry because 
they said that the college president had promised them an all-day 
meeting to discuss the issues raised by the strike at State. As It 
turned out, however, the meeting was limited to two hours. 

Down the peninsula at San Mateo, black and brown students forced 
the school to close on Dec. 13. The militants called for a student 
strike and staged a rally which attracted up to 2,000 students. The 
rally was followed by a march which ended with windows being shat- 
tered in five campus buildings. 

San Mateo president Robert L. Ewigleben threatened to expel all 
students alleged to have been involved in the action and to seek 
criminal prosecution, "people will be surprised at the number of' 
suspensions, expulsions and arrests" at the Junior college, he de- 
clared. 

The closing of State amounted to a turnabout for acting president 
S. I Hayakawa. He had planned to keep the school open into the holi- 
days to make up for classroom time lost because of the strike. 
However, mounting pressure forced Hayakawa to reverse himself 
and instead close the school a week early for Christmas vacation 
on Dec. 14. 

He had only himself to blame. Hayakawa Is a hard-liner who has 
turned State into an armed, camp. His tactics -bringing hundreds of 
police on campus, Including the notorious Tactical Squad, which 
beat and arrested large number of students, teachers and community 
leaders - polarized the campus, and Indeed the city itself, in manner 
the strike alone could not hare. Reaction to these tactics along with 
the continuing and escalating pressure brought by the strikers 
themselves necessitated that the school by shut down. 

Hayakawa seemed to be enjoying himself, though. On a day when 
police clubbed students he gushed: "This has been the most exciting 
day since my 10th birthday, when I rode a roller coaster for the 
first time." 

The Influential Academic Senate, which represents the whole* 
faculty, also began making threatening noises. First It overwhelming- 
ly voted for a resolution ordering a speed-up search for permanent 
president to succeed Hayakawa. It condemned Hayakawa's "policy 
of confrontation" with students and said that It "can only lead to 
further violence with Inevitable fatalities."

1. That George Murray maintain his teaching position on campus for 
1968-69 academic year. 

2. That all black studies courses being taught through various other 
departments be Immediately part of the black studies department 
and that all instructors in this department receive full-time pay. 

3. That Dr. Nathan Hare, chairman of the black studies department, 
receive a full professorship and a comparable salary according 
to his qualifications.- 

4. That there be a department of black studies which will grant 
a bachelor's degree in black studies; that the black studies de- 
partment, chairman, faculty and staff have the sole power to hire 
faculty and control and determine the destiny of Its department. 

5. That all unused slots for black students from faU 1968 under the 
special admissions program be filled In spring 1969. 

6. That all black students wishing so, be admitted in fall 1969.

9. That no disciplinary action will be administered In any way to any 
students, workers, teachers, or administrators during and after the 
strike as a consequence of their participation in the strike. 

lO.That the California state college trustees not be allowed to dis- 
solve any black program on or off San Francisco State College 
campus.

ROME — Young Catholic radi- 
cals are causing troubles for the 
Pope and the Church hierarchy.

The 
catechism showed Jesus as a de- 
fender of the poor rather than a 
savior of souls, according to an 
Associated Press report. In Flor- 
ence about 500 rebel parishioners 
supported Fr. Mazzi and defied 
authority by holding an irregular 
"assembly of prayer" in their 
church.

LOS ANGELES — Fremont High school situated in the heart of the 
South Central community, Its student body more than 90% black, had a 
black principal Tuesday morning (December 17). 

It has also had an an effective strike in progress Tuesday afternoon, 
with less than a fourth of the students reportedly In attendance. 

Reacting to heavy student, teacher and community pressures, the 
school board, after the stormy public session Monday night, voted 
in executive session to appoint Donald Bolton acting principal at 
Fremont. He was Immediately transfered from his previous post as 
Los Angeles High School assistant principle. 

When school board member Ralph Richardson announced the 
appointment to the crown in the board room, he was greeted with 
cat-calls and a walkout. The reaction was prompted by the boards. 
failure to consult with students, teachers andcommunity representa- 
tives. 

Black student Union leaders pledged to continue their strike as 
part of the fight for community control of the school. 

On Monday the school administration had shut down the school for 
the day. Tuesday morning only half of the 3,300 students at Fremont 
reported for classes. After a BSU noon rally classroom attendance 
dropped to less than one fourth. 

In the view of Frpmont students, teachers and parents, the crucial 
issue Is community control of the school administration and curricu- 
lum. This same Issue, to one degree or another, has rocked several 
Los Angeles area high schools and colleges in the past week. Devel- 
opments included: 

Two major demonstrations were held at Hamilton High School In 
west Los Angeles, where one-eight of the student body is black. 
A Sit-down by 150 students Monday dispersed when police came on 
campus for the first time. Student demands Included a black studies 
program and reorganization of history courses to reflect the realities 
of black history. Joining the BSU in sponsoring the demonstrations 
was Students for a Democratic Society at Hamilton. , 

The American flag was hauled down — and then burned — by 
more than 300 students at predominantly black Crenshaw HiRh School. 



Mexican American militants at East Los Angeles College replaced 
the American flag with the banner of the striking AFL-CIO United 
Farm Workers Organizing Committee after a meeting with the 
college president, who refused to endorse the grape boycott. Subse- 
quently, the U.S., California, Farm Workers, and school flags were 
flown side by side. 

An abortive demonstration by more than 200 at Los Angeles City 
College followed a meeting between Mexican American militants, 
led by President Alejandro Murguia of Mexican American Students 
Assn., and College President George Gooder. According to Murguia, 
Gooder agreed that "some of our demands will be taken care of." 

At the University of Southern California the BSU and the United 
Mexican American Students jointly announced that long negotiations 
with the administration failed to produce results — and more 
demonstrative means are now in order. 

The VaUey State chapter of the American Federation of Teachers 
announced it Is seeking strike sanction to back its demands, which 
include amnesty for students arrested in connection with Nov. 4 pro- 
tests on the campus. 

At Fremont High a week long series of demonstrations resulted 
in the resignation of the white principal, Robert Malcolm, and his 
one day replacement by the white assistant principal, Richard 
Browning. Even though Malcolm had "unconditionally" reinstated 
four black students suspended during earlier demonstrations, the 
momentum of the movement for community control swept on. 

Monday, the Fremont teachers, most of whom are white, called 
on the school board to appoint a black principal, one who enjoys 
the confidence of the students, faculty and community. 

The teachers and the BSU joined in the belief that Mrs. Ida 
Harrington, the black vice principal for girls at Fremont, would fill 
thai bill. But the school board appointed Bolton. 

The appointment of a principal responsive to the students, teachers 
and community Is but one demand of the Fremont BSU. It has, for 
the time being, become the most decisive. Bolton, in his attempt to 
maintain the school operation Tuesday,concededthatcommunitycon- 
trol was the key Issue at Fremont.

OPEN LETYER 



(Editor's Note: This 4 Open Letter' by Karen Wald is being published in response to 
Julius Lester's counter-revolutionary column, which appeared in several reactionary 
newspapers a few weeks ago; which was, in fact, nothing more than a sell-out, slander- 
ous attack on Stokeiy Carmichael, Eldridge Cleaver, and the BLACK PANTHER 
PARTY.) 

Dear Julius: 

Although our actual contact has been infrequent, I have felt very close to you since 
we first met, and our shared experiences, including writing for the same papers, added 
to this. But in recent months your columns have puzzled and confused me. I don't know 
you any more; I don't know where you're at; I can't imagine why you are saying (writing) 
the things you are. 

In a recent column in the Guardian, you attack your former brother-in-arms Car- 
michael; you attack Eldridge Cleaver; you attack the Black Panther Party. Criticism is 
essential to the health uf any revolutionary movement or organization, it it is valid criti- 
cism. But in surpasses comprehension to understand why, instead of meetingand talking 
with these brothers, you have chosen to use the media for the purpose of condemning 
them for inappropriate use of the media! 

Some of your points surprise me. You accuse Carmichael of sometimes seeming to 
say "whatever was necessary to get the desired response, instead of saying what was 
necessary lu build revolutionary consciousness." Are you saying that the response he 
was seeking was counter to building revolutionary consciousness? If so, why didn't you 
speak out and stop him then? Why now. when in your next paragraph you say he has 
ceased lo perform this function? ' 

Your accusations against Carmichael, in fact, seem to be only for the purpose of in- 
troducingyour criticism or the Black Panther Party andone of its most articulate spokes- 
man. Eldridge Cleaver. Aside from the incredibly impolitic timing of your attack just 

when the total forces of the state were gathering to put him back behind bars — the 
level of your criticism is hardly that of a revolutionary and an intellectual. 

Do you really believe that Cleaver's influence in the black and radical white com- 
munitk'S in the U.S. and abroad comes solely from his status as an "ex-convict rapist 
revolutionary'*!? Julius, that's THEIR (the pigs) game! II hurts to see you playing it. 
Cleaver has reached thousands of people — and is desperately sought for annihilation 
by the Establishment — because he has something to SAY! He has something to say to 
black people, and to revolutionary while people. He is valuable not because or his gory 
past, hut because of his articulate espousal of the goals and program of the Black Panther 
Party. 

And just as it is not Cleaver's jailbird past (hat signals his importance, neither is it the 
black jackets and berets of the Black Panther Party that makes thema vital organization 
today. It is the platform and program of the Black Panther Party which Huey Newton 
and Bobby Scale drew up nearly three sears ago^aml with which the Panthers have been 
organizing and educating the black community. 

1 he Black Panther Party has built and organized in many ways, some tried and tested 
before among radicalhlacks.some revolutionary innovations. Yes, they taught the black 
man to arm himself for self-defense. Is that so startling a concept? Is rebuilding black 
dignity and self-respect new ? Is it inappropriate to teach the black man tostand upagainst 
the brt'— >«»»t of those who would colonize him only because they HAVE the power? 



Is de-sanctifying the image of the policeman, the local and national administrator by 
calling him "pig" unhealthy? If you really believe it is only rhetoric to use words, why 
is it you, Julius, are carrying out your part in the revolution through the use or the writ- 
ten word? Isn't it because you think the written or spoken word has value, can change 

people, can move them to action? Are your words revolutionary, and Eldridge Cleaver's 
•just for entertainment?" 

You use I he exa mple of the Vietnamese not "announcing" Dicn Bien Phu in condemn- 
ing the Black Panther Party for announcing to the world their intent to Free Huey. 
Aside from the fact that I never saw the Panthers lay down (he blueprint of their battle 
plan infrontoflheenemy(andyes,the Vietnamese DIDteli the Erench that they intended 
to drive them out of their country), your example is particularly inappropriate. For the 
Vietnamese more than any other people have taught us the valuable strategy of fighting 
the battle on many fronts. You say "the Vietnamese didn't even bother speaking to the 
French" before they defeated them at Dicn Bien Phu. But they WOULD have if it had 
seemed wise tactically, just as I hey are speaking to the American government now. The 
Vietnamese fight on the military front, the political front, and I he diplomatic rront simul- 
taneously. It is the key to their ability to endure and the reason why they will win. 

And the Black Panther Party isdoingjust that. Yes, why are YOU so preoccupied with 
those? Guns aren't strange to the ghetto. What is far more interesting about the Black 
Panther Party is their door-to-door approach to ghetlo residents. Their political cam- 
paigns for local office. Their petitions for police control hoards and re-structuring of the 
police departments. Their community meetings. Their political education classes. 

Before the Black Panthers marched on Sacramento, they fought for, and obtained a 
street light at a dangerous intersection near a ghetto school. Huey asked do 
you think ghetto residents aren't aware of what the Black Panther Party is doing for 
them? Do you think it's just the guns and jackets that are causing Black Panther chap- 
ters to spring up all over the country? Was it Huey Newton's black beret that made 
people — and continues to make people — willing to lay down their lives for him? 

Before the Black Panther Party came along, SNCCand other militant black organiza- 
tions were doing valuable work in organizing the black community. But it was Eldridge 
Cleaver's eloquent expression or the principles of Huey Newton and the Black Panther 
Party that raised the level of struggle. For Cleaver was the first to create a meaningful 
working alliance bet ween revolutionaries — black, brown and white. The Black Panther 
Party — sure of itself, of its strength, or its goals, of its program and of its independence 
— was not afraid to tell whites, not only you CAN be revolutionaries, we EXPECT you 
In be revolutionaries. OUR job is to liberate the colony. YOUR job is to create revolu- 
tion in the mother country. If we both do our jobs effectively, we will be working side 
by side. Slokely took the first vital step when he told whites, "Your job is to eliminate 
racism where it exists — in the white community." The Black Panther Party took it 
one immeasurable step further in saying, "Racism is only the beginning. Your job is to 
eliminate capitalism and imperialism. And that will become our job, loo, because none 
of us can survive unkss we eliminate all three." 

Julius, I cannot believe that you have really attempted to know and understand the 
phenomena that is the Black Panther Party, or the men — Newton, Cleaver, Scale, 
Carmichael — whoareits bcslknown spokesmen. If you had, you would not be attacking 
them in the manner you are. Sometimes the enemy doesn't have to sneak in from the 
"■car — he comes out of our own mouths. We should watch for him.

The most outstanding problem that the black community and In 
particular the Black Panther Party as a vanguard of the Liberation 
Struggle will have to deal with in the coming months or 1959 will be 
the black bootlicker, the puppet placed on black people by the white 
pig power structure to suppress us. It has become very clear to me 
that the tactics that will have to be used in the future will be examina- 
tion of that of withdrawal of white force that is used to suppress black 
people and an even heavier alliance on highly sophisticated, articulate, 
educated, hip brother bootlickers. There are many new little prop- 
aganda devices coming out that point these people out. "I Spy" Is 
down; we got the "Mod Squad," and what's this other one: "Julia?" 
No, the one you were telling me about. "The Name of the Game." 
So I think what we need to do Is begin to discuss for the benefit of 
people who have to deal with this the various aspects and roles of 
the bootlicker, from the present; the bootlicker, the pig In the 
Black Panther Party In the black leather Jacket and the beret with 
the bullet around the neck, to the bootlickers all the way back tc 
Tonto. Because one of thp basic functions of the Imperialist, one of 
the only ways that he Is able to win and maintain and control his 
power over the people, he subjects and colonizes and exploits Is to 
divide them and keep them fighting among themselves. "Sou see 
this today in Biafra, North Vietnam, South Vietnam, the wars among 
the Indians to the struggles among black people. The Man will be 
doing everything. That pig Nixon will be doing everything In his 
power to perpetrate struggles, and divisions within the black com- 
munity and the key man in this activity will be the bootlicker. We 
have one of his classic examples of a bootlicker In Thurjood Mar- 
shall, sitting on the supreme court, a black face handing out mother 
country racist justice. And when brother Eldridge Cleaver's petition 
for the stay of the order to send him back to prlslon was brought 
before him, he turned it down without comment. But, you see, Thur- 
good Marshall was not the man directly responsible for that. The 
person responsible for the JurldsldtlonoverCalifornialnthe supreme 
court is the famed white liberal, Justice Douglas, and when the 
petition came to Douglas he unfortunately had a speaking engagement 
that day and he handed the petition, rm sure, without comment, to 
bootlicker T. Marshall who had no choice but to do the white man's 
bidding, and he refused to grant brother Eldridge another second 
of mother country time, so what brother Eldridge did was off mother 
time and went on into his own time zone. Black time. Yeah, 
revolutionary time. 

When I was a little kid 1 used to watch TV. It's ignorant too. but 
I used to watch It, you know, and like I used to always tune in to the 
Lone Ranger. Like that cat used to be a -ranger. You dig? Like the 
first series In the Long Ranger series was like the Lone Ranger was 
riding with all these other rangers and they got ambushed by some 
Indians. You dig lt-> And like the Indians wiped them all out but just 
weunded the Lone Ranger. So like we played dead and he laid there 
two days and two nights with no water, bleeding from the stomach. 
You understand. The Indians scalped everybody Including the Lone 
Ranger. That's why you never see him without his hat if you ever 
dig It. And like this chump comes along; he's the last of a whole 
tribe of Indians. He's the last Indian In this tribe and he rides along 
on a painted horse and he digs an Integrated horse. You dig it? It 
was white. It had black spots and white and brown spots. It was an 
ethnic holting pot. you dig It? In essence, and he comes riding along 
on his horse and he digs the Lone Ranger gruvellng In the dirt and 
he says like "Hrnrn—". That's all he ever says. So like he fixes 
the Lone Ranger up. I think we should stop and analyze the whole 
relationship between Tonto and Lone Ranger; 'cause Tonto ain't 
nothln* but a bootlicker showing the pigs that are wiping out his 
people where the Indians are, assisting the oppressors of his own 
people, assisting his own murderers; a so-called brother senator 
Brook. He Is a classic bootlicker. The US ambassador to Ghana 
at the time that brother K Nkrumah was deposed and therefore the 
man responsible for overseeing everything that was going on in 
Ghana was Franklin Williams, a black man, a graduate of Lincoln 
University, the same University Nkrumah graduated from, a brother 
who rode around In Cadillacs In white suits with white women. 
When Nkrumah was deposed, Franklin returned home for a promotion. 
The number of bootlickers that the pigs create are enormous, 
uncountable. Batista was a bootlicker that Castro wiped out. Ky is 
the bootlicker that Ho Chi Mln will wipe out. Diem was a bootlicker. 
I mean, their means of creating bootlickers seems to be lnexhausU 
able. They have the brother In the natural, In the black leather 
jacket who would Join the party under the false pretense of helping 
his people and be reporting to the man. This so-called senate in- 
ternal security Investigation of the Black Panther Parly that's 
in progress, the Information for this Investigation that will be 
handed over to Ihese racist "crackers" from Mississippi is being 
collected by bootlicking brothers. A function of a bootlicker In a 
national liberation struggle Is that of a traitor and thers's only 
one punishment that we can mete out to traitors and that doesn't 
even need to be discussed. 

I think, that It must become very clear that what the black 
community and the vanguard must do is tighten up Internally to 
protect and strengthen the community so it will be In a position 
to deal with the arms brought from the outside that the white 
racists will use. The imperialists, the Wallaces, the Reagans, the 
Aliotos and the Llndseys — all the racists will mount their little 
attacks sending out the vanguard of the white racists: the clan, 
the blrchers, the police. And our community has to be uptight. We 
cannot tolorate infiltrators, traitors and bootlickers. One way, 
like Chairman Bobby Seale says, to combat bootlicking, handker- 
chief-head Negroes is to establish a new criteria of judging a 
brother not so much as to whether he has an afro, and a dasheke 
on an is talking black, BUT WHETHER HE IS REVOLUTIONARY OR 
NOT. Right on. Because we have revolutionary people In our

churches. We have people who will help us In elementary shool; we 
have teachers; we have nurses; we have all kinds of people who look 
to the eye as so-called typical Negroes. The only thing typical about 
a Negro that you can typify all black people with is that we all want 
freedom. That's the only typical thing about us. And bootlickers seem 
to think that we get freedom by helping our oppressors. That is a 
conclusion that will never work. Since they are providing aid, 
confort, and assistance to the enemy they are in fact an enemy 
within our midst. 

It has always been said that before you can straighten up anyone 
else's backyard you have to get your own house clean. Brothers 
and sisters, we are going to have to clean house and get all the 
bootlickers their proper desert. I think he main problem with 
these bootlickers like you said, earlier, you know when we were 
rapping; you said the bootlickers don't think that they will have to 
answer the people for their actions. You see, what the black people 
have to do is make It understood and very clear that they do have to 
relate to the black community at large for everything they do. I 
mean if they draw their power — their so-called power, and we 
know that the black people have no power in this country — If 
they do draw their power from the people like they claim they do, 
their action should be made accountable to the prople. Exactly. 
You black people are essentially on parole from slavery with 
parole officers watching over us to draw us back Into the prison, 
into the gas chamber, Into the concentration camps, Into the muck 
and mire of their system at any and every opportunity through all 
the little devious means of black capitalism, poverty programs, 
scholarships or CIA training. One of the main recruiting grounds 
for CIA agents is the black college campus. Knowing that the CIA 
has been extremely active In Africa In the past ten years, w« know 
who has been doing that work and knowing that the primary focus 
of international and domestic repression will lie in the vanguard of | 
the black liberation struggle. We know what tools they will use, the i 
tools of our oppression. These tools ot the pig have to be eliminated | 
thoroughly, absolutely, wholly and completely. Right on. We must \ 
examine historical examples that have been handed down to us. We 
know that Nat Turner was not betrayedby crackers. He was betrayed j 
by bootlicking, uncle tomming niggers. They must be dealt with In I 
a revolutionary manner. They must be shown no compassion, no 
sympathy, because they are enemies of the prople. The only man 
that Identified Huey P. Newton as shooting a policeman was not 
a policeman on the set, was not any observer on that scene, but was 
a.black bus driver two blocks away In the dark, with sun glasses on. 
Two blocks away In the dark was a black man. 

The brothers who pulled the trigger that assassinated Brother 
Malcom were black. SO we see in this that In 1969 we will have to 
watch very closely thosewlthln our ranks, those who disguise them- 
selves as being our brothers but who is reality are agents and tools 
of the power structure, In essence are black pigs. These are the 
individuals that the pigs of the power structure have created and 
they sustain them and keep them in a position to do harm to the 
revolutionary struggle of black people in America. We must keep 
them under constant surveillance and when they are detected, when 
they are exposed they must be eliminated, swiftly. Immediately, and 
with no compunction about It. I know one thing: that the ixxstllckers 
will be made to stand before the people in the people's court and 
court will be wherever we catch them licking boots, and they 
will be made to account for their actions. 

So we sav in our conclusion that ALL POWER BELONGS TO THE 
PEOPLE, BLACK POWER TO BLACK PEOPLE, AND PANTHER 
POWER TO THE VANGUARD. D^ath lothe pigs, black, white, green, 
yellow and striped.

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LABOR MOVEMENT 

VS 
PIG RONALD REAGAN 



SAN FRANCISCO' -- The administration of Governor Ronald 
Reagan, havlngalreadyaroused the ice of students and the black com- 
munity, appears now to be heading for a confrontation with the entire 
labor movement on the Issue of teacher grievances in the state 
college system. 

If it comes to pass it will be no small confrontation. 

The California state colleges — with 188.000 full and part-time 
students and 8,400 full-time faculty members — constitute the 
largest system of higher education in the Western Hemisphere. 

TRANSFORMATION 

The California labor Federation, AFI.-CIO, with which the ag- 
grieved union, the American Federation of Teachers, is affiliated, 
is the largest state federation of labor in the nation, representing 
more than a million organized workers. 

The gradual transformation of what started out as student demands 
at San Francisto State intoa formal labor dispute involving the entire 
state college system was Just about completed this week as state 
college officials for the first time in a decade agreed to at least dis- 
cuss grievances formally with union representatives. 

Ill spite of the discussions, which began here Thursday, there is 
still a very real possibility that when Jan. 6 —the scheduled ending 
of the Christmas vacation — rolls around, the aft will be formally 
on strike on all of the major state college campuses. 

Dr. John Sperling of San Jose, head of AFTs state College Council, 
said on Wednesday (Dec. 18) that teachers are becoming "more and 
more militant by the day." 

AFT represents between 1,850 and 1,000 of the 8,400 full-time 
faculty members in the system, Sperling says, 

THE SITUATION 

The situation as talks between the AFT and top state college of- 
ficials began here on Thursday (Dec. 10) was as follows: 
o Formal strike sanction is being sought by AFT locals on three 
campuses — San Francisco, San Jose and San Fernando, 
o Contingent — or support, — strike resolutions have been adopted 
by AFT locals on eight additional campuses — Humboldt, Chico, 
Sacramento, Fresno, Hayward, Sonoma, Pomona and Fullerton. (This 
means II of the 19 campuses could be involved.) 
o Despite the talks « which Gov. Reagan refuses to call negotiations 
« the attitude of the administration and the stale college trustees 
remains hard line, and the Governor made it clear in his press con- 
ference Tuesday that he dues not favor collective bargaining with 
unions on behalf of college teachers. 

Both San Francisco State Local 1352 and San Jose state Local 
1362 liave formal st 'ike deadlines set for 7:30 a.m., Jan. 6. The San 
Fernando State chapter has asked the Los Angeles County Federation 
of Labor for strike sanction. 

Focus of the dispute shifted to the labor arena after Dr. S, L 
Hayakawa, acting president of San Francisco State, closed down that 
beleaguered campus for Christmas vacation a week early after a 
continuing student strike frustrated his efforts to solve the college's 
problems by use of police force. 

Since union grievances are inextricably bound up with student 
grievances, the effect of formal union strike action would be to 
align students, the black community and the labor movement in 
common cause If not in formal alliance. 

A statement issued by the AFT College Council after the an- 
nouncement of Thursday's meeting with representatives of the 
trustees made this- clear'. 

"The AFT obviously welcomes this offer to negotiate but we have 
no intention of limiting negotiations simply to faculty wages and 
working conditions. The AFT strike issues clearly set forth — as 
conditions for settlement of the disj>ute — that minority students' 
grievances must lie resolved and that any agreed upon programs be 
implemented. 

"In addition, the constitutional and academic rights of all students 
must lie secured. In order to make this point absolutely clear, AFT 
Local 1352, by unanimous vote of the membership on Friday, Dec. 
13, set as a precondition for any negotiations that 

•*<1.J The trustees publicly request the withdrawal of a II outstanding 
warrants for the arrest <»f faculty, staff and students stemming from 
recent disturbance* on campus. 

"(2) The trustees publicly request tlie continuance of trials arising 
out of the current situation until the crisis is resolved, and 

'•(3) College authorities agree to hold off on all disciplinary ac- 
tion against students, faculty, and staff until the campus is restored 
to normalcy." 

The contingent motion adopted by the other locals declares that 
if any teacher is suspended, fired or denied tenure because of in- 
volvement In a campus dispute such as the one at San Francisco State 
then those locals will strike in support of the local involved. 

The AFT demands Include the negotiation and adoption of com- 
prehensive rules and regulations governing grievance procedures 
and other working conditions.

McClymonds High School ts on Its "J"', There had been mysterious 
Ores, "illegal" assemblies, etc. Seventy-two students we're sus- 
pended at one of the rallies that was held. One of the demands was 
that they wanted a n«nv principal. The students and their parents 
held a meeting with the now-ex prlbclpal of McClymonds. They asked 
him questions, and he wouldn't even answer. He later got up and 
walked out. Over the Thanksgiving vacation he resigned. The reason 
the pig resided was because he was scared. He oinked-olnked 
off the scene with his tail between his legs. 

There Is a new principal at McClymonds, and from what the 
students say he seems to be a righteous black man. His name 
is Mr. Jones. He used to be at Fremont High School. There are six 
new counselors, and they also have counselor aides, all are black. 
No longer will the students at McClymonds have to be the subjects 
of these racist devils. These students won't have to miss the 
opportunity to further their education, because some no good devil 
told them to take unneccessary courses. They won't have to listen 
to a so-called counselor tell them, "You work belter with your 
hands than with your brain." For four years straight my so- 
called counselors have lied and jived with me. It's getting so 
bad I can't believe a word they grunt. Every black student I hav§ 
spoken to and know, has had the same problem. 

The Black Student Unions sponsor told me that the students 
who are functioning the most are sophomores. The reason for 
this is because this is about the only thing they can participate 
in. All the clubs and organizations are for almost totally juniors 
and seniors, but In the B.S.U. every black persons support Is needed 
and wanted. Usually seniors axe on the central committee, they 
know what needs to be done because they've been at the school longer. 
There are seventeen students on the central committee. They have 
positions ranging from chairman to a cultural committee.

NLF BEGINS NINTH YEAR 



SPEAKING AT A workshop of 
the Montreal Hemispheric Confer- 
ence to End the War In Vietnam, a 
man brought upa century-old lesson 
of history. British shipyards built 
warships for the slaveowners, 
which sank or captured well over 
a hundred American merchant ves- 
sels during the Civil War. 

For this and other violations of 
the neutrality laws, the United 
States demanded, and by the award 
of an International tribunal, re- 
ceived $15,500,000 In reparations. 
That would be equivalent to $2 
billion in relation to our present 
gross national product. 

Now the United States intervened 
in a Vietnamese civil war, on the 
side of Vietnamese feudal landown- 
ers and militarists, equivalent to 
the southern slaveowners of the 
last century. Of course, the U. S, 
went much further than the British. 
Washington really organized the 
civil war. In an attempt to conquer 
the country through local puppets. 
And when that failed, the U. S. in- 
vaded Vietnam directly on a mas- 
sive scale. 

The U. S. has often been on the 
collecting side of reparations, 
sometimes unjustly. But until this 
decade the U. S. was always so 
powerful that it could avoid paying 
reparations for its own ravages 
of other people's lives, land, and 
property. 

But times are changing. After 
the Bay of Pigs invasion the U.S. 
was compelled to pay substantial 
compensation for damages done to 
Cuba. Shortly an official claims 
commission will decide how much 
the U. S. Government must pay the 
Seminole Nation for stealing 80% 
of Florida from the people in a 
genocidal 7-year war during the 
I820*s. 

Surely the Issue of U. S. repara- 
tions to Vietnam will arise. What 
attitude should decent peopletake? 
The allied power, including the 
U. S., agreed that Germany was 
liable to pay $20 billion in repara- 
tions to the USSR and other victims 
of German Imperialism during 
World War n, although later the 
U. S. largely sabotaged carrying 
out that agreement. The U. S. has 
committed unlimited destruction, 
and the -wholesale murder ofelvll- 



AT LEAST A million Vietnamese 
people have been killed by the 
Americans or by puppet forces 
armed and directed by the U. S, 
Precious human lives can never be 
replaced with money or goods. Yet 
material compensation must be 
granted to the survivors. Using the 
racist standards of Imperialism, 
the U. S. government has paid $34 
per person to relatives of persons 
killed by Its armed forces "by 
accident" in so-called "friendly 
areas." Such tokenpayments mea- 
sure nothing but the depravity of 
the U. S. military rules. 

Here Is a suggested standard. 
The U, S. grants each serviceman 
a $10,000 life insurance policy, for 
a token preminum of $2 yearly. 
This may be taken as the minimum 
value of a human life. Applied to 
the million plus killed by U. S. 
imperialism In Vietnam, it comes 
to a total of more than $10 billion. 
To this must be added the colos- 
sal property damage, in 1966 I 
wrote: 

"If ever this war has a lust 
settlement, the United States will ] 
have to pay Vietnam, North and 
South, over ten billion dollars. 
This will not be a gift, but a debt, 
reparations for the atrocious de- 
struction committed." 

There have been two more years 
of accelerated destruction. Now I 
would guess that to make economic 
amends, to pay its just material 
debt to Vietnam, the United States 
would have to pay the amount it Is 
now spending In a single year 
striving to conquer and destroy 
Vietnam — $30 billion. 

THE CONSCIENCE of the ma- 
jority of the American people is 
helping bring about the defeat of 
U.S. aggression In Vietnam, and 
the removal of all U. S. troops 
from that country. Decent Ameri- 
cans must also demand that proper 
reparations be paid. 

It is not only a matter of con- 
science and morality. 

Let some of the workers now 
producing napalm and high explo- 
sive bombs, aircraft and vessels 
to kill the Vietnamese, keep their 
jobs building the machines, pro- 
ducing the commodities, which the 
Vietnamese people need to rebuild 



On Dec. 20 the South Vietnam National Liberation Kront (NLF) 
was eight years »ld. It was founded In free South Vietnam from the 
dictatorship of the U.S. puppet regime, which had been trying to wipe 
out all suspected opposition or revolu itrnary elements since l°54. 

By I960 lens of thousands of South Vietnamese were in jails and 
concentration camps or had been summarily executed by the Ngo 
Dinh niem regime, whose police and army were trained by U.S. 
"advisers." The only crime of numerous victims was trying to retain 
the land they had received during the resistance war against French 
colonialism < 1945-1934). Diem used his armed forces lo seise land 
and culled rent on behalf uf the former landlords (just as Saigon forces 
-till do today). The NLF was formed in response lo spontaneous resis- 
tance to Diem developing throughout South Vietnam. 

In the first months NLF fighters had few arms except rudimentary 
handmade weapons, but within several years a formidable armed force 
had been created. Many units were supplied entirely with captured 
American arms. Despite the leadership of U.S. "advisers," Saigon's 
forces were at the point of defeat by early 1965. In response the U.S. 
initialed systematic bombard m*«t of the Democratic Republic of 
Vietnam (DRV) and shortly after began sending an expeditionary 
army lo South Vietnam, where it carried out a colonial-type war 
against the people. . 

Both of these U.S. efforts have failed. The air attacks did not break 
the will of the people in the North. And with the aid and improved 
weaponry provided by the North and the Socialist countries. Ihc NLF 
armed forces have not only matched every increase in U.S. strength, 
but have defeated each successive UA plan for victory. During the 
past year l he Tet and subsequent NLF offensives have forced the U.S. 
to regroup into enclaves around major cities and bases. 

NLF successes can be obtained only by Ihe tremendous energy of a 
whole struggling for liberal! n under revolutionary leadership. The 
struggle against the U.S. has attracted the support of all elements of the 
population, including persons who remained aloof from Ihe first re- 
sistance or even aided the French. This year Ihe revolutionary coalition 
was strengthened by the formation of the Alliance of National. Demo- 
cratic and Peace Forces. Comprising intellectuals, professional persons. 
and others, the alliance works in cooperation with Ihe NLF. 

In recent months Ihe NLF has gained strength in Ihc countryside, 
consolidating gains from the Tel offensive. In some regions, a revolu- 
tionary administrative structure exists from Ihe village to provincial 
level, all democratically elected. 

The struggle in South Vietnam is part of the national liberation strug- 
gle of the whole Vietnamese people, whose country remains divided

In 1966 alone, this U.S. pe- 
troleum company raked a net profit 
of 2,300,000 U.S. dollars by selling 
petroleum products in Malaya.

A spokes- 
man of the so-called U.S. "Em- 
bassy in Singapore" recently de- 
clared that U.S. "private invest- 
ment" in Singapore would be in- 
creased three or four times wlth- 
i in two years.

The United Stales Is doing its 
utmost to utilize the deep-sea port, 
cheap manpower and other favor- 
able conditions of Singapore to 
build a base for economic aggres- 
sion there. Recently, theU.S. Esso 
petroleum Company reached an 
agreement with the authorities of 
Singapore of investing 200 million 
Malayan dollars to build an oil 
refinery there. Recent reports re- 
vealed that U.S. monopoly capital 
was also planning to set up in Sin- 
gapore a fertilizer packing factory 
and a clock and watch spare parts 
factory to help dump U.S. proekicts 
In Malaya and other parts of south- 
east Asia. 

U.S. monopoly capital has al- 
ready penetrated Into many other 
Industrial departments of Malaya, 
Including rubber plantation, tin 
mining, car and sewing machine 
assembly, rubber tire manufac- 
turer, building material, drugs, 
condensed milk, cleansers, tooth 
paste and batteries.

THAILAND, CThlrd World 
Press) — The "Voice of the People 
of Thailand" radio, in an article 
In December 13, exposed U.S. Im- 
perialist aggression against the 
control of Thailand, and called 
upon the Thai people to persevere 
in their armed struggle to over- 
throw the reactionary rule of the 
U.S.-Thanom clique. 

The article said that the United 
States had concluded a so-called 
agreement on "economic andtech- 
nlcal assistance" with the reac- 
tionary clique of Thailand solely 
for the purpose of covering up the 
nature of the aggressors and 
traitors. An A.P. report admitted 
that 85% of the U.S. "economic 
and technical assistance" given to 
thp traitorous srhanom clique was 
earmarked for the suppression 
of the patriotic Thai people. The 
U.S. "economic aid" is in essence 
a help to the Thanom clique to 
suppress the people so as to bolster 
the reactionary rule of this U.S. 
lackey. At the same time, it was 
aimed at perpetuating the U.S. oc- 
cupation of Thailand and turning it 
into a new colony. 

The article continued: through 
the dispatch of "advisors" and 
"experts" to Thailand, the U.S. 
Imperialism has already con- 
trolled the affairs of the country. 
Puppet Prime Minister Thanom 
Kittlkachorn revealed that in 1967 
alone, U.S. Imperialism sent 512 
so-called experts to Thailand. The 
Thanom -Praphas clique formu- 
lated its policies in accordance 
with the dictate of the U.S. "ad- 
visors" and" experts" thus putting 
Thailand completely under U.S.* 
imperialist domination. 

The article bitterly denounced 
U.S. imperialism for arming the 
Thai reactionaries on the pretext 
of "economic aid" for frenzied 
suppression of the vigorously de- 
veloping patriotic armed struggle 
of the Thai people. According to a 
Reuter report, it said more than 
22 million U.S. dollars of the 
"economic aid" given to Thailand 
by U.S. Imperialism last year 
which exceeded 35 million dollars 
in toto were spent on expanding the 
police force. 

Supplying money and weapons, 
U.S. Imperialism instructed the 
traitorous Thanom clique to form 
the "village security force" to 
massacre the Thai people. Local 
officials of this clique, from pro- 
vincial governors, district magis- 
trates down to village chieftains, 
have undergone anti-communist 
training either in the United States 
or under U.S. "advisors" in Thai- 
land. The U.S. Central Intelligence 
Agency has controlled all the in- 
telligence information on Thailand.

A primary school set up by the 
ooor end lower-middle peasants of 
a production brigade deep in the 
mountains of Hope! Province has 
played a big role In promoting 
Universal Primary School Ed- 
ucation and In tralnlngworthy suc- 
cessors to the proletarian revolu- 
tionary cause. 

The Taylngtzu production 
brigade set up a primary school 
In 1964, but within six months 
it was closed down by the cap- 
italist-roaders in the county and 
district on the pretext that it was 
irregular. The production brigades 
in Lwanplng County consists of 173 
households living in 13 villages 
and other scattered localities. 

In 1966 they set up a school in 
which they studied and applied the 
thoughts of Chairman Mao. But this 
was not enough. This only made it 
possible for forty or more students 
of one team to learn. 1 here were 
other teams who lived too far 
often over mountains who needed 
to be taught that couldn't come to 
the school. 

The people decided to have a 
revolutionary school where the 
school would come to the students 
instead of the students coming to 
the school. Two teachers traveled 
from team to team over moun- 
tains, carrying small blackboards, 
in the summer and the winter to 
give daily lessons in peasants 
homes. 

One teacher visits seven vill- 
ages and some scattered house- 
holds each day, teaching 69 
children. Another goes to six vill- 
ages and teaches 54 students. 
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FRENCH FINANCIAL SITUATION 
DETERIORATES SHARPLY

PARIS — The French franc bears the brunt of the violent attack 
and is becoming extremely shaky as a new storm of financial and 
monetary crisis is sweeping die capitalist world. 

The present crisis of the franc Is a new proof that imperialism 
is rotting with each passing day: it is also a striking manifestation 
of the rapid deterioration of France's financial and economic 
situation. 

The present crisis of die franc came with a terrific force. In a 
few days, hectic selling of the franc and buying of gold and the west 
German mark which is comparatively stable hit the main financial 
centres in West Europe and the United States. The franc dropped 
drastically below the lowest official rate. The bank of France had to 
dispose of a large amount of gold and foreign exchange to buy the 
franc to prop up las position, to a little more than a week, the 
trench government lost about 1,000 million U.S. dollars worth of 
gold and foreign exchange, equivalent to a quarter of its total gold 
and foreign exchange reserves. The crisis of the franc has not only 
made the French ruling circus panicky, but has also directly brought 
about a new storm of financial crisis in the capitalist world, throw- 
ing it into utter confusion. 

The present currency crisis in France is the result of the further 
deterioration of its financial and economic situation. The strike by 
more than lOmlllion French workers last May and June, in particular, . 
dealt a severe blow at rhe capitalist economy in France, greatly 
of the French franc. 

The past six months gr more has found France's Industrial pro- 
duction stagnant, its number of unemployed rising, its commodity 
prices soaring, its fovelgn trade and financial deficitssteadlly grow- 
ing and its gold and foreign exchange losing In large amounts. It 
was precisely in these circumstances that the confidence of the 
western financial circles in the French economy ebbed constantly 
thereby greatly aggravating die crisis of the franc. 

In the past few months, the French government has resorted to 
every conceivable means to extricate itself from the grave economic 
difficulties, especially to improve its foreign exchange, so as to 
stabilize the franc. At the end of May, ft announced a foreign exchange, 
exceeding 50 per cent of France's reserves at the beginning of May.' 
To eliminate its trade deficit and improve its payments position, the 
French government began in early July to restrain imports of textiles, 
steel prodi'cts and automobiles and subsidize exports despite ob- 
jections from other West European countries and the United States. 
However, there was still no Improvement in its foreign trade. From 
May to October, the trade deficit went above 522 million dollars. 
Meanwhile, the measure to stimulate production by more govern- 
ment investment has brought about mounting financial deficit and 
another spiral of Inflation and soaring prices. France's financial 
deHc* this year has already reached 10,500 million francs. The rise 



in prices has far surpassed the government ceiling of 5 per cent. 
Recently French minister of economy and finance Francois Ortoll 
openly expressed his apprehensions over the Inflation and price 
rise in France. r 

All this shows that despite all its struggle, the French govern- 
ment has failed to avert the trend of drastic deterioration of France's 
finance and economy. The current storm of financial crisis in the 
western world touched off by the crisis of the franc has in turn dealt 
a new blow at France's finance and economy and the position of the 
tranc. The United States, Britain. West Germany, and other major 
capitalist countries have been trying their utmost to bring pressure 
to bear upon France for a devaluation of die franc so as to tide over 
the present storm of crisis. The French ruling circles are facing a 
situation more difficult than before. . 

In order to avoid lncalcuable political losses that will result 
trom devaluation of the country, the French ruling circles are going 
in for more fierce overt or covert struggle with other major capitalist 
countries in an attempt to shift the ruthless extortion from the French 
people. 

». In ., nIs television speech on the crisis of the franc on November 
24, trench president De Gaulle turned down the request of the United 
.tates, Britain and West Germany for a devaluation of the franc. He 
stresses that the devaluation, if made, would be a "bonus paid to those 
^,Sf ve 1 w f, gere ^i n ou ? <* cUne "- At the same time, the French 
rl i^ indicated that a host of measures would be adopted to pass 
the difficulties onto die French working people. He also proclaimed 
««at necessary measures" would be taken to cope with die re- 
sistance of the workers, peasants and students and to put an end to 
a " a gitations and demonstrations, all tumults and precessions". 
When submitting his "austerity" programme to the French national 
assembly on November 26, prime minister Maurice Couve De 
MurvUle indicated once again that the French people would be made 
to undergo more "suffering". He announced, among other things, a 
l,o . l " c f. ease ° f more thi »n 2,500 million francs, the raising of 
electricity and gas rates and railway fares and the freezing of 
workers wages. 
As all the imperialist countries are now in a grave crisis, the

THAI RADIO EXPO 

THAILAND, (Third World 
Press) — The "Voice of the People 
of Thailand" radio, in an article 
In December 13, exposed U.S. Im- 
perialist agression against the 
control of Thailand, and called 
upon the Thai people to persevere 
in their armed struggle to over- 
throw the reactionary rule of the 
U.S. -Thanom clique. 

The article said that the United 
States had concluded a so-called 
agreement on "economic and tech- 
nical assistance" with the reac- 
tionary clique of Thailand solely 
for the purpose of covering up the 
nature of the aggressors and 
traitors. An A. P. report admitted 
that 85% of the U.S. "economic 
and technical assistance" given to 
th* traitorous Thanom clique was 
earmarked for the suppression 
of the patriotic Thai people. The 
U.S. "economic aid" Is in essence 
a help to the Thanom clique to 
suppress the people so as to bolster 
the reactionary rule of this U.S. 
lackey. At the same time, it was 
aimed at perpetuating the U.S. oc- 
cupation of Thailand and turning it 
into a new colony. 

The article continued: through 
the dispatch of "advisors" and 
"experts" to Thailand, the U.S. 
Imperialism has already con- 
trolled the affairs ot the country, 
puppet prime Minister Thanom 
Klttikachorn revealed that In 1967 
alone, U.S. imperialism sent 512 
so-called experts to Thailand. The 
Thanom -Praphas clique formu- 
lated its policies in accordance 
with the dictate of the U.S. "ad- 
visors" and" experts" thus putting 
Thailand completely under U.S. 
Imperialist domination. 

The article bitterly denounced 
U.S. imperialism for arming the 
Thai reactionaries on the pretext 
of "economic aid" for frenzied 
suppression of the vigorously de- 
veloping patriotic armed struggle 
of the Thai people.

MOBIL SCHOOL 

A primary school set up by the 
poor and lower-middle peasants of 
a production brigade deep In the 
mountains Of Hopel Province has 
played a big role In promoting 
Universal Primary School Ed- 
ucation and in training worthy suc- 
cessors to the proletarian revolu- 
tionary cause. 

The Tayingtzu production 
brigade set up a primary school 
in 1964, but within six months 
it was closed down by the cap- 
Ualist-roaders in the county and 
district on the pretext that it was 
Irregular. The production brigades 
In Lwanping County consists of 173 
households living In 13 villages 
and other scattered localities. 

In 1966 they set up a school in 
which they studied and applied the 
thoughts of Chairman Mao. But this 
was not enough. This only made it 
possible for forty or more students 
of one team to learn. 1 here were 
other teams who lived too far 
often over mountains who needed 
to be taught thai couldn't come to 
the school. 

The people decided to have a 
revolutionary school where the 
school would come to the students 
instead of the students coming to 
the school. Two teachers traveled 
from team to team over moun- 
tains, carrying small blackboards, 
in the summer and the winter to 
give daily lessons in peasants 
homes. 

One teacher visits seven vill- 
ages aud some scattered house- 
holds each day, teaching 69 
children. Another goes to six vill- 
ages and teaches 54 students.

FRENCH FINANCIAL SITUATION 
DETERIORATES SHARPLY 



December 23, 1968 



PARK ~ The French franc bears the brunt of the violent attack 
dnd is becoming extremely shaky as a new storm of financial and 
monetary crisis Is sweeping the capitalist world. 

The present crisis of the franc is a new proof that imperialism 
is rotting with each passing day: it is also a striking manifestation 
of the rapid deterioration of France's financial and economic 
Situation. 

The present crisis of the franc came with a terrific force. In a 
few days, hectlo selling of die franc and buying of gold and the west 
German mark which is comparatively stable hit the main financial 
centres in West Europe and the United States. Ihe franc dropped 
drastically below the lowest official rate. The bank of France had to 
dispose of a large amount of gold and foreign exchange to buy the 
franc to prop up las position. In a little more than a week, the 
French government lost about 1,000 million U.S. dollars worth of 
gold and foreign exchange, enjlvalent to a quarter of Its total gold 
and foreign exchange reserv* s. The crisis of the franc has not only 
made the French ruling circles panicky, buthas also directly brought 
about a new storm of financial crisis In the capitalist world, throw- 
ing It into utter confusion. 

The present currency crisis in France is the result of the further 
deterioration of Its financial and economic situation. The strike by 
more than 10 million French workers last May and June, in particular, 
dealt a severe blow at rhe capitalist economy in France, greatly 
of the French franc. 

The past six months t»r more has found France's Industrial pro- 
duction stagnant, its number of unemployed rising, its commodity 
prices soaring, its foreign trade and financial deficits steadily grow- 
ing and its gold and foreign exchange losing in large amounts. It 
was precisely in these circumstances that the confidence of the 
western financial circles in the French economy ebbed constantly, 
thereby greatly aggravating the crisis of the franc. 

In the past few months, the French government has resorted to 
every conceivable means to extricate itself from the grave economic 
difficulties, especially to improve Its foreign exchange, so as to 
stabilize the franc. At die end of May, it announced a foreign exchange, 
exceeding 50 per cent of France's reserves at the beginning of May. 

To eliminate its trade deficit and Improve its payments position, the 
French government began In early July to restrain imports of textiles, 
steel products and automobiles and subsidize exports despite ob- 
jections from other West F.uropean countries and the UnitedStates. 
However, there was still no improvement in its foreign trade. From 
May to October, the trade deficit went above 522 million dollars. 

Meanwhile, the measure to stimulate production by more govern- 
ment investment has brought about mounting financial deficit and 
another spiral of inflation and soaring prices. France's financial 
deflc* this year has already reached 10,500 milllonfrancs. The rise 



In prices has far surpassed the government celling of 5 per cent. 
Recently French minister of economy and finance Francois Ortoll 
openly expressed his apprehensions over the inflation and price 
rise In France. 

All this shows that despite all Its struggle, the French govern- 
ment has failed to avert the trend of drastic deterioration of France's 
finance and economy. The current storm of financial crisis in the 
western world touched off by the crisis of the franc has in turn dealt 
a new blow at France's finance and economy and the position of the 
franc. The United States, Britain, West Germany, and other major 
capitalist countries have been trying their utmost to bring pressure 
to bear upon France for a devaluation of die franc so as to tide over 
the present storm of crisis. The French ruling circles are facing a 
Situation more difficult than before. 

In order to avoid lncalcuable political losses that will result 
from devaluation of the country, the French ruling circles are going 
in for more fierce overt or covert struggle with other major capitalist 
countries in an attempt to shift the ruthless extortion from the French 
people. 

In his television speech on the crisis of the franc on November 
24, French president De Gaulle turned down the request of the United 
itates, Britain and West Germany for a devaluation of the franc. He 
stresses that the devaluation, if made, wouldbea "bonus paid to those 
who have wagered on our decline". At the same time, the French 
president indicated that a host of measures would be adopted to pass 
the difficulties onto the French working people. He also proclaimed 
that "necessary measures" would be taken to cope with the re- 
sistance of the workers, peasants and students and to put an end to 
"all agitations and demonstrations, all tumults and precessions". 
When submitting his "austerity" programme to the French national 
assembly on November 26, prime minister Maurice Couve De 
Murville indicated once again that the French people would be made 
to undergo more "suffering". He announced, among other things, a 
tax increase of more than 2,500 million francs, the raising of 
electricity and gas rates and railway fares and the freezing of 
workers' wages. 

As all the Imperialist countries are now in a grave crisis, the 
measures taken by -the French ruling circles out of desperation can 
only further aggravate France's political-economic crisis. The 
Western Bourgeois Press pointed out that the series of "austerity" 
measures taken by the French governmentrecentlywouldundoubtedly 
make the picture of stagnant industrial production, huge unemploy- 
ment and soaring prices in France still worse. It admitted that the 
French people, who had been tempered during the revolutionary 
storm last May and J one, would probably start a new wave of powerful 
struggle to deal a still heavier blow to the rule of the French 
monopoly capitalist class.

ARABS PROTEST U.N. PARTITIONING OF PALESTINE 



ROME (Hsinhua Correspondent* 
—The revolutionary mass move- 
ment in Italy has surged to new 
heights this. year, interwoven with 
each other, the movements of the 
students, workers and farmers are 
sweeping like raging wavr>s across 
the whole of Italy and Fiercely 
pounding at the reactionary rule of 
the monopoly capltlst class. This 
shows that the class contradictions 
In the" country are fast, sharpening 
and that the Italian people who have 
a glorious anti-fascist tradition 
are in a state of new awakening. 

Progressive Italian students' 
have itood at the forefront of the 
surging revolutionary mass move- 
ment. Their struggles against 
decadent capitalist educational and 
social systems and against the 
reactionary authorities* suppres- 



sion of the mass movement twice 
spread to the whole country, once 
at the beginning of this year and 
the other time in last May and 
June. Recently, they launched a 
new wave of vast struggle and 
more and mote universities and 
high school student have plunged 
themselves Into the fight. In scores 
of Ilallin ci'.les, many universities 
and high school were occupied by 
the striking students in .'Jwember 
and December. Thousands of stu- 
dents again and again held mas- 
sive demonstrations and engaged 
in bloody battles with the police 
who called out to suppress them. 
The heroic and stubborn struggle 
oi the Italian students has n-ndered 
a strong support to and forcefully 
promoted the Italian workers and 
farmer's movements. 



CAIRO (Pan. African Press) — 
The Iraqi news agency and the 
Arab Lawyers* Federation recent- 
ly protested against the resolution 
on so-called partitioning of Pales- 
tine formed through the United 
Nations 21 years ago under the 
manipulation of Imperialism head- 
ed by the United States. Their pro- 
test Is against the so-called peace- 
ful solution of the Middle East 
issue. They pointed out that the 
Palestine Issue could only be solv- 
ed by the Palestinian people 
through an armed liberation strug- 
gle. 

A commentary published by the 
Iraqi news agency said: "We con- 
sider the peaceful solution, the 
security council's unjust resolu- 
tions and Jarring* s negotiations 
an extension of the imperialist 
conspiracies against the existence 
of the Arabs. Our heroic people 
are determined to throw Into the 
waslepaper basket of history all 



the peaceful solutions and unjust 
resolutions, from the resolution 
on the partitioning (of Palestine) 
to the security council's resolu- 
tion last year and Jarring* s mis- 
sion." 

The commentary said that today 
the Arab people were resolved 
to wage an armed liberation strug- 
gle. They had rejected all bargains 
represented In "peaceful solu- 
tions" which meant nothing but 
surrender to the imperialist crim- 
inal schemes and which enabled the 
Nazi gangsters to dictate the lives 
of the Palestinian people and to 
plunder the wealth of Palestine. 

The Palestine issue, the com- 
mentary stressed, could not be 
solved by resolutions of the United 
Nations and its security council 
which are dominated by U.S. Im- 
perialism, nor could it be solved 
through ncRotlaliijps, political 
speeches or maneuvers, it can be 
solved only through the path of our 
people's armed struggle on the land 
of Palestine. 



The commentary declared that 
the Arab people would persist In the 
path of armed struggle until the 
occupied Arab territories were 
totally recovered from the clutches 
of the evil pig Invaders, enemies 
of the people. 

In a statement issued in Cairo 
regarding the so-calledU.N. reso- 
lution on the partitioning of Pales- 
tine, the Arab Lawyers* Federa- 
tion said that the Arab people 
should have no illusion about the 
United Nations. 

The Arab people, the statement 
went on, were increasingly cer- 
tain from day to day that Israel 
was using the United Nations and 
its "envoy," Jarring, to maintain 
Its demands and to consolidate Its 
occupation of the Arab land. 

Stressing the necessity to lib- 
erate the occupied Arab land, the 
statement declared: "The only way 
to attain liberation is by armed 
stniKKle which the Palestinian 
guerrillas are carrying out against 
the Zionist aggression and Israeli 
occupation."

October, 1866 to May, 1967 

The Black panther Party started 
armed patrol* In the black com- 
munity and, as a result of their 

activities, were subjected to con- 
tinuous harassment by the pigs. 

May 2, 1M7 

Thirty member* of the Black Pan- 
ther Party carried firearms to Sac- 
ramento. The brothers carried their 
weapons Into the Capitol to protest 
the state assembly's attempt to pass 
a bill Infringing upon the Panther's 
right to bear arms as guaranteed by 
the 2nd amendment to the Constitu- 
tion. 

May 22, 1967 

Chairman BobbySealewas arres- 
ted and charged with an obscure law 
making It a crime to possess a 
weapon In the vicinity of a Jail, 
The law dated back to the 1 goo's. 




HUEY 

October 28, 1967 

Huey P. Newton was wounded and 
arrested following a shooting inci- 
dent in Oakland. One pig died as a 
result of the shooting and another 
was wounded. 



January 15, 1968 

National Captain David Milliard 
arrested while passing out leaflets 
at Oakland Tech. 

January 16, 1968 

At 3:30 am, San Francisco pigs 
broke down the door of Eldrldge 
Cleaver's apartment at 850 Oak St., 
San Francisco, and searched the ap- 
artment- -without a warrant. Eld- 
ridge, his wife Kathleen, and Panther 
Revolutionary Artist Emory Douglas 
were oresent. 

February 5, 1968 

At 1:00 am, a Panther and his girl- 
friend were arrested for "disturbing 
the peace," after a rally at which 
Dr. Spock spoke. They were beater 
In jail. 

February 17, 1968 

A "Free Huey" rally was held at 
the Oakland Auditorium on Huey's 
birthday. The rally was an out- 
standing success, attended by over 
5,000 people. Eldrldge Cleaver was 
the master of ceremonies. 

February 24, 1968 

Panther Jimmy Charley appro- 
ached a pig who was In the act of 
assaulting a black person, and ques- 
tioned the officer. He was promptly 
arrested and charged with ■resisting 
arrest." 

February 25, IMS 
At 3:30 am pigs broke down the 

door of Bobby Seale" a home, where 
Bobby and his wife, Artie, were In 
bed asleep. There was no warrant. 
The ptgs said they were acting on a 




complaint indicating Bobby in a 
vague "conspiracy to commit mur- 
der" charge, which was promptly 
dropped for lack of evidence. Shot- 
gun-toting pigs confiscated weapons 
and arrested Mr. and Mrs. Seale. 
Four other Panthers, In a, car near- 
by, were "also arrested a short time 
later, and charged with misdemean- 
ors. 

Third it fourth weeks of February, 
1968 

A rash of arrests of black men, 
either in the Panthers or identified 
with them. One of the incidents, 
took place in front of the Natural 
shop on San Pablo St., In Oakland, 
This incident happened when the pigs 
stopped the car of a Mack youth on 
an alleged traffic violation In front 
of the shop. The pig pulled the youth 
from the car, threw him against the 
car door and beat hliri brutally. 
About ten Panthers and their asso- 
ciates gathered around toprotest and 
were arrested. This rash of arrests 
coincided with the vIsH of Stokely 
Carmichael to the Bay Area. 



April 3, 1968 

The pigs entered Father Nell's 
church in Oakland where the Pan- 
thers were holding a meeting, A 
black youth associated with the Pan- 
thers (but not authorized by them to 
possess a gun) was, according to 
the pigs, drunk and waving a gun 
outside the church. The pigs 
surrounded the church and entered 
it, about twelve of them, with 12 
gauge shotguns held In front of them 
In a threatening manner. They were 
accompanied, Inexplicably, by a 
white Catholic priest and a black 
clergyman, both frdm Oakland. 
David Hilllard came out of the sanct- 
uary and refused to allow police to 
enter the sanctuary. Upon seeing 
Hilllard, the pigs lowered their guns 
and cast their eyes about, looking for 
someone else. The Panthers are 
convinced they were looking for 
Bobby Seale.

April 6, 1968 

Several Panthers in cars in west 

Oakland on Saturday night, April 
6, were approached by two pigs and 
menaced with guns. When the Pan- 
thers tried to defend themselves, 
shooting began, and the Panthers 
ran Into a nearby house. After about 
90 minutes of shooting by some 50 
members of the Oakland pig de- 
partment, who set fire to the house 
and filled It with tear gas, the 
Panthers were forced to surrender. 
With floodlights covering the house, 
Bobby Hutton walked out with his 
hands up. Someone yelled that he 
had a gun and he was shot. He 
was not armed; no gun was found 
anywhere near his body. Eldrldge 
Cleaver, wounded in the leg, and 
eyes badly burned by tear gas, 
came out. In total, nine persons 
were arrested, including Panther 
National captain David Hilllard. Two 
pigs were wounded slightly. 

April 9, 1968 

Two Black Panther women were 
going about Oakland In a car put- 
ting up posters announcing the can- 
didacy of Huey Newton for Con- 
gress and Bobby Seale for Assem- 
bly on the Peace and Freedom 
ticket. Twelve pigs with shotguns 
stopped their car and searched It 
—without probable cause. Through- 
out the day, patrol cars circled 



quarters, Sam Napier and other 
Panthers were physically stopped 
by the pigs from putting up cam- 
paign posters. The pigs have been 
spotted by Oakland residents tear- 
ing down Newton- Seale posters. 

April 13, 1068 

Four members of the Black Pan- 
ther parly were retur:dng from 
Bobby Button's funeral 'hen they 
were arrested on suspicion of rob- 
bery. Since It was Fr'day, they 
were to be kept over the weekend 
before they could be arraigned. 
This is a typical pig procedure- 
it means three days detention In- 
stead of overnight before a court 
appearance. The robbery took place 
on Monday. Furthermore the rob- 
bery car was driven by one person 
with one passenger. Four people 
were arrested Friday. The car was 
in the shop being repaired at the 
time of the alleged robbery. On 
Sunday, after a weekend of work 
by Attorney Alex Hoffman, the "Sus- 
pects" were released— they could- 
n't 'be identified as having even a 
remote connection with the alleged 
robbery. When arrested they were 
maced; they were taken in with 
drawn guns. 

May 1, 196B 

A sixteen year old girl was ar- 
rested for extortion for seiliwr 
Huey buttons. 

June 8, 1968 

Bobby Seale was convicted of 
carrying a loaded shotgun near a 
Jail. Chairman Bobby was sentenced 
to three years probation. 



June 12, 1968 

Eldrldge Cleaver was released 
from Vacavtlle prison where he 
had been held as a political pris- 
oner. 

July 13, 1968 

HUEY NEWTON was charged with 
murder. Judge Friedman denied a 
motion to strike a prior conviction 
of assault with a deadly weapon 
after HUEY had pleaded self-de- 
fense. 

HUEY P. NEWTON'S attorney* 
Charles R. Garry R went to the State 
District Court of Appeal for a 
right to dismiss the prior convic- 
tion. It was denied. 

July 15, 1968 & July 16, 1968 
More than 6,000 people came out 
in support of Huey Newton at his 
trial. There were shouts of FREE 
HUEY, BLACK IS BEAUTIFUL 
SET OUR WARRIOR FREE and ma- 
ny others showing the feelings of 
the people that HUEY should be set 
free. The crowd was so enormous 
and the chants so thundering that 
the employees in the buUding found 
it difficult to concentrate. 

July 17, 1968 

HUEY P. NEWTON took the 
stand for the first time In his own 

defense, but only to say that he 
Is a pauper. That he has no money 
and cannot afford toiwyepeopleflown 
from out of town to testify at his 
trial. The purpose of the testimony 
was to make It possible for Garry 
♦a «>iVnr>lf hm afflrtavttft from eas- 



tern doctors that testified to the 
fact that certain persons should 
not be allowed to serve on the Jury 
of brother HUEY P. NEWTON. 

HUEY took the stand and said 
that he was a pauper that he did not 
have a biscuit or a dime, that he did 
not have access to the HUEY P. 
NEWTON DEFENSE FUND, that be 
did not know much about It but 
if they would permit him to be 
free for a couple of days he could 
investigate. 

July 18, 1968 

Garry motioned that the Jury for 
HUEY'S trial should be selected 
from his peers. He motioned that 
the panel in which they were going 
to select HUEY'S Jury be dismis- 
sed. He called a number of wit- 
nesses to the stand to testify. 

August 15, 1968 

Yesterday three Black Panthers 
were kidnapped by pigs of several 
nations in Mexico City as they 
tried to fly to Cuba. The three

HUEY P. NEWTON was sentenced 
to 2 to 15 years In state prison and 
removed from Oakland In five min- 
utes. Judge Friedman refused all 
motions for granting a mistrial of 
freeing HUEY. ELDRIDGE CLEA- 
VER'S parole was revoked. His pa- 
role was revoked the day that the 
sentence came down on HUEY P. 
NEWTON as a measure to try and 
keep him from organizing anyone to 
act against the court's decision. 




October 1, 1968 

Ronald Reagan, the racist gover- 
nor of California, Intervened and 
said that he felt that ELDRIDGE 
CLEAVER should not be allowed 
to give any lectures on any camp- 
uses. Of course since the students 
at U.C. made It known that they 
wanted ELDRIDGE to lecture re- 
gardless of the remarks made by pig 
RONALD REAGAN, ELDRIDGE said 
that he would give them 30 lectures 
just to spite Reagan. 



October 9, 1968 

ELDRIDGE gave the first of tae 
lectures on the UC-Berkeley cam- 
pus. In an Interview afterward by se- 
veral newsmen who asked questions 
like was your lecture good, Eldrldge 
told them that they would have to 
ask the students that. 

October 15, 1968 

A warrant for the arrest of EL- 
DRIDGE CLEAVER was Issued he- 
cause of hts failure to appear at a 
hearing about the pig plot against him 
at the time the pigs murdered Bob- 
by Hutton. He was speaking on a 
campus In Cambridge, Mass. at the 
time. Garry, his attorney, explained 
to the court that he had forgotten to 
tell ELDRIDGE of his scheduled 
court appearance. 

November IS, 1968 

Black Panther Party commenced 
its national retreat. Brothers and 
sisters from all chapters came to 
Berkeley to receive more education 
and instructions from the National 
Office and to "Intensify the stru- 



November 28, 1968 

Minister of Information EL - 
DHIDGE CLEAVER defied the es- 
tablishment and refused to yield to 
their piggish attempts to Imprison 
and kUl him. ELDRIDGE went into 
self- imposed exile rather than re* 
turn to prison. 

December 1, 1968 

Panthe*- Chairman Bobby Seale. 
Chief of Staff, David Hllliard, and a 
number of Black Panthers, attended 
the Hemispheric Conference on 
Vietnam In Montreal, Canada. 

The participation of the Panthers 
In the Conference turned out to be 
the determining factor in whether or 
not the delegates passed a resol- 
ution eo support of National Liber- 
ation Front (NLF). 

Bobby Seale told the Hemispheric 
Conference to End the War in Viet- 
nam that the BLACK PANTHER 
PARTY was formed to resist police 
brutality and murder of black people 
In the same manner that the Viet- 
namese people were resisting U.S. 
imperialist aggression- -by violence 
if necessaryl 

December 31, 1968- January 1, 1969 
Panthers make resolution: To 
continue and intensify the struggle. 
Even though the above review is 
not complete (E.G.- the pig attack on 
the National Office and Alioto's re- 
quest for a grand jury Indictment), 
It is easy to see that the Black Pan- 
ther Party has withstood seemingly 
trrestible harassment from the es- 
tablishment and has continued to "In- 
tensify the struggle." The power 
structure is beginning to weaken. 
and the Black Panther Party Is 
growing stronger with each encoun- 
ter. We cannot be denied a vic- 
torious ending for our struggle. Huey 
will be set free. Eldrldge will be 
free to return from his self-imposed 
political exile. The establishment 
will crumble before the wrath of the 
people. 1969 is the Year of the Pan- 
ther.

Our honorable brother, Eldridge Cleaver, 
Minister of Information of the BLACK PAN- 
THER PARTY, in one of hie memorable pub- 
lic addresses stated a very simple fact, that 
the people of the Black community seem to be 
overlooking: "It's time to intensify the struggle!" 
Black people have become aware that progress — 
to use the word loosely — has been made. Not 
through or by the efforts of the oppressing mo- 
ther country, but through community unification 
and by the efforts of black revolutionary groups; 
revolutionary political groups such as the 
BLACK PANTHER PARTY. 

Eldrldge Cleaver has stated; 

■The basic factor that needs to be understood clearly is that we are 
dealing with a piggish power at ucture thathas a reputation for hav- 
ing never been turned around. Supposedly it has never lost a war, 
never lost a battle, never lost an argument. But- -the truth of 
the matter Is that It has lost many wars, It has lost many battles, 
It has lost all of its arguments- -except that It uses a slick, euphem- 
istically enriched or polluted jargon and rhetoric to cover Its 
losses.- to make its defeats look like victories. 

"AH that these pigs ask Is that they appear to be winning; when. In 
fact, they could be losing. And if no one Is hipped to their game, 
they know how to use It (these devices of mass media deception), 
to their advantage (against the masses)." 

1969: Year of the Panther. The pig power structure is uptight. 
Political pressure has been escalated and intensified against BLACK 
PANTHERS nationwide. But the power structure is only sickened 
with Its failure to Intimidate the BLACK PANTHER PARTY or 
make PANTHERS respond in a reactionary manner.

Huey campaign. In April, when the 
second Stop the Draft Wnek was 
held, their slogan was not just "Hell 
No, Nobody Goes," hut also, "Free 
Huey," "Cops Out of the Ghetto." 

Seven of these militant white bro- 
thers were arrested In January and' 
charged with "conspiracy." The pigs 
Gain, Knowland , Reagan and Coak- 
ley organized a campaign to put 
them in Jail. 

These seven, the Oakland Seven, 
are Frank Dardacke, Bob Mandel, 
Terry Cannon, Reese Erlich, Steve 
Hamilton, Jeff Segal and Mike Smith. 

If there's anything that puts the 
pig power structure uptight, It's 
the fear that white revolutionaries 
like the Oakland Seven and the black 
revolutionary vanguard will join to- 
gether. 

They've got a real reason to do 
it.

This pocket lawyer is provided as a meant of 
people up to date on their rights. We are always the first to be 
arrested and the racist police forces are constantly trying to pro- 
tend that rights are extended equally to all people. Cut this out, 
brothers and sisters, and carry it with you. Until we arm ourselves 
to righteously take care of our own, the pocket lawyer is what's 
happening. 

1. if you are stopped and/or arrested by the police, you may re- 
main silent; you do not have to answer any questions about al- 
leged crimes, you should provide your name and address only if 
requested (although it is not absolutely clear that you must do so.) 
But then do so, and at all time remember the fifth amendment. 

2. If a police officer is not in uniform, ask him to shew his iden- 
tification. He has no authority over you unless he properly identf- 
fies himself. -Beware of persons posing as police officers. Always 
get his badge number and his name. 

3. Police have no right to search your car or your home unless 
they have a search warrant, probable cause or your consent. They 
may conduct no exploratory search, that is, one for evidence of 
crime generally or for evidence of a crime unconnected with the 
one you are being questioned about. (Thus, a stop for an auto 
violation does not give the right to search the auto.) You are not 

required to consent to a search; therefore, you should not consent j ana seven away for trying to shut 
and should state clearly and unequivocally that you do not consent, down the Oakland Induction Center, 
in front of witnesses if possible. If you do not consent, the police pig Reagan said that the Stop the 
will have the burden in court of showing probably cause. Arrest Draft Week demonstrations were out 
may be corrected later. 

4. You may not resist arrest forcibly or by going limp, even if you 
are innocent. To do so is a separate crime of which you can be con- 
victed even if you are acquitted of the original charge. Do not re- 
sist arrest under any circumstances. 

5. If you are stopped and/or arrested, the police may search you 
by patting you on the outside of your clothing. You can be stripped 
of your personal possessions. Oo not carry anything that includes 
the name of your employer or friends. 

7. Do not engage in "friendly" conversation With officers on the 
way to or at the station. Once you are arrested, there is little like- 
lihood that anything you say will get you released. 

8. As soon as you have been booked, you have the right to com- 
plete at least two phone calls — one to a relative, friend or attorney, 
the other to a bail bondsman. If you can, call the Black Panther 
Party, 6S4-2003, and the Party will post bail if possible. 

9. You must be allowed to hire and see an attorney immediately. 

10. You do not have to give any statement to the police, nor do 
you have to sign any statement you might give them, and therefore 
you should not sign anything. Take the Fifth and Fourteenth 
Amendments, because you cannot be forced to testify against 
yourself. 

1 1 . You must be allowed to post bail in most cases, but you must 
be able to pay the bail bondsmen's fee. If you cannot pay the fee, 
you may ask the judge to release you from custody without bail or 
to lower your bail, but he does not have to do so. 

12. The police must bring you into court or release you within 48 
hours after your arrest (unless the time e?ds on a week-end or a 
holiday, and they must bring you before a judge the first day court 
is in session.) 

13. If you do no' have the money to hire an attorney, immedi- 
ately ask the police to get you an attorney without charge. 

14. If you have the money to hire a private attorney, but do not 
know of one, call the Nationol Lawyers' Guild or the Alameda 
County Bar Association (or the Bar Association of your county) and 
furnish you with the name of an attorney who practices criminal

Gain had to call in the pigs of 13 Bay 
Area communities to stop, Stop the 
Draft Week, and even then he wasn't 
very successful. 

There are other reasons why the 
Panthers and the Oakland Seven are 
supporting each other. Both are op- 
posed to the Imperialist war in Viet- 
nam. Point 6 of the Panther Plat- 
form says "We want all black men 
to be exempt from military service." 
The Oakland Seven say "NO ONE 
should be in army that is used to 
put down the people's revolutions 
in the Third World." 

The Black Panther Party says, 
"We want freedom for all black men 
held In federal, state, county and 
city prisons and jails." The Oakland 
Seven say, 'We want freedom for all 
political prisoners now in jail for 
opposing the policies of imperialist 
America." 

Both say, "We want Huey Newton 
freed immediately." 

Stop the Draft Week was the first 
white anti-draft action In the streets 
that said the students had the right 
to defend themselves against attacks 
by pigs. They broke completely 
with the pacifists who wanted to 
meet pig violence with passive non- 
violence. The Oakland Seven stand 
for the right of self-defense and self- 
determination. 

Since Stop the Draft Week , the pigs 
haven't left the Seven alone. One of 
the Oakland Seven, Terry Cannon, 
was arrested by the San Francisco 
pigs last summer taken to the pre- 
cinct station and beaten In a back 
room, resulting in a broken rib. 
Bob Mandel was arrested for doing 
high school organizing. The draft 
pigs tried to put Reese Erlich in the 
Army, but then they thought better 
because he'd make too much trouble 
there. Jeff Segal is now serving a 
four year sentence in prison; the 
pigs pulled a "Huey" on Jeff and 
refused to give him an appeal bail. 
The Oakland Seven go to trial in 
Alameda County Superior Court on 
January 13- -the same court that 
tried to MURDER Huey legally. Fol- 
lowing the path of Minister Newton 
they are not going to sit still and 
take what the power structuredlshes 
out. 

The Oakland Seven are bringing 
militants and revolutionaries from 
the Bay Area and around the country 
Into town for a Commission of In- 
quiry from January 16 to 20. These 
brothers and sisters will testify pub- 
licly before a panel Including Cap- 
tain David Hillard. They win expose 
the forces behind the war in Viet- 
nam --who gets the money from it 
(the businessmen), who pays for it 
(the people).

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PALESTINE GUERILLAS 
VS ISRAELI PIGS

(Editor's Note: The following article was submitted on behalf of 
the Palestine National Liberation Movement, AL-F AT AH, in order 
to clarify its stand vls-a-vis the fascist Israeli D.F. occupying its 
country and enlighten world public opnion as to the present dimensions 
of its struggle for Its liberation of Palestine.) 

The Palestine Revolutionary Liberation Movement(M-Fatah),tnthis 
first general international communique to the world press, wishes to 
clarify certain misunderstandings concerning Us operations and the 
nature of the struggle now being waged by the Arab Palestinian people - 
against the Israeli Invader, 

The Palestine problem is essentially the problem of an entire 
people, the Arab majority of Palestine, uprooted and expelled from their 
homeland in order to permit the establishment of Israel. As a result, 
before the June 1967 aggression, nearly a million and a half Arab 
Palestinians were being forced to live as refugees in numerous 
camps throughout the Arab World, surviving on United Nations sub- 
slstance rations. The remaining 300,000 Inside Israel have been grossly 
discriminated against by that regime and denied jobs and educational 
opportunities and every human right. For two decades Israel has de- 
nied the Arab refugees' continual requests to return to their homeland. 
At first the expelled, suffering Palestinian people looked to the 
United Nations to resolve their tragedy. However in 20 years this 
international organization has failed to resolve their problem. More- 
over, Its many resolutions stating that refugees should be allowed to 
return tothelrcountryorreceivecompensatlonwerenever implement- 
ed. All this time, Israel continued to elaborate and perfect its ex- 
pansionist plans. These were expressed in the 1956 Tripartle ag- 
gression when Israel occupied Sinai and the Gaza Strip for four 
months in defiance of theU.N.'s admonition to withdraw. They were re- 
vealed beyond a doubt once again after the June aggression when 
Israel occupied and boasted of Its unlawful annexation of the Western 
Bank of the Jordan River, the Gaza Strip, the southern portion of Syria 
and the Holy city of Jerusalem In defiance of all International law and 
in complete contempt of the 'Charter of the United Nations, the 
Geneva Conventions and the Declaration of Human Rights. Today the 
United Nations has revealed Its inability to impose a Just solution 
to the Palestinian tragedy, by failing to reach an agreement concerning 
the withdrawal of the aggressor from the occupied territories. 
It must be admitted that over the years several Arab leaders have 
exploited the Palestine problem for their own benefit. Moreover the 
successive Arab Summit Conferences have failed to give the Pales- 
tinian people their due support. Similarly, it must be acknowledged 
that the PLO (Palestine Liberation Organization) headed by Ahmed 
Shukairy failed to liberate Palestine. Although progressive Palestinian 
elements genuinely wanted the latter organization to represent the 
Palestinian people, certain reactionary forces tried to use it to domi- 
nate the Palestinians. Today the PLO, this pseudo-liberation organisa- 
tion, is no longer playing any significant role in the liberation of Pal- 
estine, The reason being that it did not spring from the masses them- 
selves but was artificially imposed from above. 

The suffering and frustration of the Palestinianpeopleover the years 
gave rise to a new, truly popular dynamic Palestinian liberation move- 
ment which expressed the people's revolt against the Israeli invader. 
Al Fatah (the Palestine National Liberation Movement) which was forced 
to operate clandestinely In the occupied land, began in 1965 to carry 
out overt guerilla operations sabotaging Israeli military and strategic 
installations Inorder to weaken and unnerve- the oppressor who was 
threatening our people's very existence as a nation as well as men- 
acing the entire Arab World. Until, the June 1967 aggTession, these 
operations -- which received immediately the enthusiastic support of 
the Palestinian Arabs throughout the Arab World — had to be waged 
from outside. However, the Six-Day War and the catastrophic effects 
it had onthe entire Palestinian population Inside and outside Israel 
brought about new conditions in their struggle to liberate their home- 
land. Ironically enough, due to the new border which Israel now claims 
for Itself, the Palestinians found themselves confronting a common 
Zionist enemy entirely within the territorial boundaries of former 
Palestine. Moreover, the fascist -type repression which Israel began to 
Implement against the Arab inhabitants after the cease-fire engendered 
a resistance movement similar to that in Vietnam. Thlspopular rebel- 
lion against repression is being admitted by Israel, Its proportions and 
concrete manifestations can no longer be ignored or denied by Israeli 
spokesmen. 
v immediately after the aggression, Al-Fatah began clandestinely 
organizing the Arab people in the newly occupied as well as formerly 
occupied territories, and encouraged them to have confidence in 
their own ability to liberate their homeland. Led by their van- 
guard, the Palestine National Liberation Movement (Al-Fatah), they 
are now resisting a vastly superior militarily enemy in their midst 
by every means at their disposal: 

Strikes, non-cooperation, boycotts of Israeli goods, denunication 
of repressive measures and annexations, etc. Under Al-Fatah's 
coordination, political and religious personalities have refused 
to implement the enemy's decrees, teachers are refusing to reopen 
the schools and school-children are staying away from classes, so 
long as their homeland is dominated by this hostile power. 

During this post-aggression period, Al-Fatah's armed wing, 
Al-Asslfa, has' also been intensifying its military and sabotage 
operations against Israeli installations Including military camps 
and stores, electric power plants and railways, in order to un- 
dermine the enemy's economy and weaken its ability to dominate 
our people. Israel's industrial plants, printing-presses, admin- 
istrative centres and paramilitary kibbutzim now being implanted 
in the newly-occupied zones are also being attacked by Al-Fatah's 
commandos causing great damage and casualitles and increasing 
tension in Israel, our people have realized that no other course 
is open to them If they are not to live in slavery. 

The occupation of all Palestine by Israel made possible one of 
Al-Fatah's most important long-range objectives — the trans- 
ference of all Us military bases into the occupied homeland. This 
transference has now been completed. From these many well- 
hidden, well-stocked bases, Palestinian commandos — most of 
them dedicated peasants and students — are now operat- 

ing dozens of times dally throughout the old and newly occupied 
areas. No part of Israel, no Israeli installation, no Israeli target 
is out of their reach and that regime may henceforth expect the 
steadily increasing disruption of its colonialist existence in the 
weeks and months to come. This undermining of the Israeli Zionist 
existence will continue until Palestine has been restored to Its 
rightful owners, the Palestine Arabs, who have lived on this land 
alongside Jewish minority uninterruptedly for 4,000 years, 

Al-Fatah, the Palestine National Liberation Movement, wishes 
to point out, however, that its operations — which today enjoy the 
support of the entire Palestinian people, — are In no way aimed 
at the Jewish people as such with whom they lived in harmony 
in the past for so many centuries. Nor does it intend to" push 
n.~~, i„»~ »v -.-.,..•• tm, ,neirfnwn inA tha UhoraHnn movement 



fascist regime which has usurped our homeland and expelled and 
repressed our two million people, condemning them to a life of 
destitution and misery. 

Al Fatah also wishes to correct once and for all the Zionist 
insinuation that this "terrorist" movement is Inspired and directed 
from outside by such countries as Syria, Jordan and Algeria. 
Under the conditions existing in the Middle East today, no such 
foreign-Imposed (movement) could long survive for it would soon 
be rejected by the people. On the other hand, the Palestinian 
people's liberation movement has arisen out of their desperate 
frustration and deep aspirations for liberty, justice and dignity 
in their own self-administered historical homeland. To this it 
owes its strength. 

The world should recall that those who have suffered most of 
all from the Israeli existence for the last two decades are the 
Palestinian people. And the world should note that those who are 
today taking up arms to engage wholeheartedly, unitedly and cour- 
ageously In combating the brutal Israeli oppressor in guerilla 
warfare, under the leadership of Al-Fatah, are the Palestinian 
people. Their reaction to the napalm bombings, strafings, evic- 
tions, summary executions, plundering, brutality, imprisonment, 
desecration violations and countless other crimes of fascist Israel 
in recent months has been this spontaneous people's armed up- 
surge in defence of their dignity and their usurped rights. The 
movement Al-Fatah is leading is the organized expression of this 
people's liberation struggle whose counterparts are to be found 
throughout the world, wherever fascist and imperialist aggres- 
sion is being waged -- in Vietnam, South Africa, Angola, Bolivia 
or elsewhere.

And they also know that on the day the flag of Palestine 
is hoisted over their freed, democratic, peaceful land, a new era will 
begin in which the Palestinian Jews will again live In harmony, 
side by side with the original owners of the land, the Arab Pales- 
tinians. 




JAPANESE ANTI-U.S. RALLY 

TOKYO — 13,000 patriotic Japanese workers and students held a 
mammoth ant 1-U.S. rally and demonstration last week, in Sasebo 
Port City, strongly protesting against the presence of the U. S. 
nuclear Submarine "plunger" in the port. 

The rally held at Matsura Park was attended by patriotic workers 
and students from Kyushu, Kansai and other parts of Japan besides 
those of Sasebo. A declaration passed at the rally voiced the deter- 
mination to smash the Japan- U.S. "security treaty" and the U.S. 
imperialists' intrigue of turning japan into a nuclear war base. 

Most of the workers and students participating in the rally wore 
helmets, held placards and banners and were in militant spirits. 
Some of them held portraits of Chairman Mao Tse-Tung and some 
of the banners read: "Long Live Mao Tse-Tung's thoughtl" — many 
placards were inscribed with "down with U.S. imperialism!" "smash 
Soviet Modern Revisionism!" and "down with the Miyamoto re- 
visionist clique in the Japanese Communist Party!" 

Representatives from various circles who spoke at the rally con- 
demned U A imperialism for Us criminal dispatch of the nuclear 
submarine to Japan. They also indignantly denounced the reactionary 
sato government for following U. S. imperialism and trying to drive 
the Japanese people on to the path of aggressive war. The reactionary 
police authorities were strongly condemned for their savage sup- 
pression of the heroic struggle of the students and young workers 
The Miyamoto revisionist clique aiso came under fire from the 
speakers for its ignominious conduct of sabotaging the Japanese 
people's anti-U.S. straggle. 

After the rally, the workers and students began a vigorous demon- 
stration march towards the U. S. military base at Sasebo. The U.S. - 
Japanese reactionaries sent some 5,000 police to guard the U.S. 
base on all sides. As soon as the demonstration started, the re- 
actionary police frantically attacked those workers and students 
marching in front, and injured many of them. However, the heroic 
young workers and students, in defiance of the police violence, per- 
sisted in the struggle and marched forward arm in arm. 

The demonstrators surrounded closely the U.S. Base. Standing on 
top of a propaganda van, a worker pointed at the yankees hiding for 
behind the barbed wire entanglement of the base which was protected 
by the police, and shouted: "Look at their pale faces. Whatever 
weapons they may have, they are not at all powerful." he added, 
••so long as the Japanese people boldly rise up and persist in resolutt 
struggle, defying any violence and suppression, they will certainly 
be able to smash the 'security treaty" and drive the U, S. im- 
perialists out of Japan." Q

dents marched onward, shouting repeatedly: "nuclear submarine 
go homel" "return Oklnawal" "Yankees go hornet" Sasebo citizens

killed or wounded mure than 1,300 
officers and men of the Israeli 
aggressor troops in about 170 
attacks last month. According 
to military communique^ Issued 
here by ««A1 Fatah" ( the Pales- 
tine National Liberation Move- 
ment) and other Palestinian na- 
tionalist organizations. 

The area attacked by Palestin- 
ian guerrillas Included Israeli- 
occupied territories — the west 
bank of the Jordan river, the 
Golan Heights, the Gaza Strip and 
the Sinai Penlnsula--and inside 
Israel. 

The Palestinian guerrillas have 
attacked the Israeli military head- 
quarters of Kafah, Nablus and 
Alaghwar area and a tank battal- 
ion in Beisan Valley; they have 
shelled a helicopter airport in 
Alaghwar area and the Al JiftlUk 
Military Airport on the west bank 
of the Jordan river, and set fire 
for the second time to Lydda 
Airport— the biggest IsraeU air-: 
port only 11 miles fkom Tel Aviv. ' 
They have twice attacked Eilat 
Port and the cities of the Beit 
Shean and Samakh with rockets. 

A round - up military -com- 
munique issued by "Al Fatah" 
declared that the Assifa comman- 
dos had launched 91 attacks last 
month, killing or wounding about 
650 Israeli aggressors. They 
destroyed 12 enemy strongpoints 
and five Israeli camps, 22 tanks, 
59 military vehicles, and 26 Is- 
raeli vital installations, blew up 
one train, four sections of rail- 
ways and an ammunition dump, and 
captured two machineguns and 
large quantities of ammunition. 

The Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nization's communique said that its 
commandos had launched 23 at- 
tacks last month, killing or wound- 
ing 214 Israeli troops. They 
destroyed 23 IsraeU military ve- 
hicles, two Israeli observation 
posts, one ammunition dump, two 
bridges and a section of railway.

BAGHDAD — Yaser Arafat, 
spokesman of "Al Fatah" (the 
Palestine National Liberation 
Movement), has declared that the 
Palestinian people have under- 
stood from their own experience 
that in their struggle for the lib- 
eration of Palestine, final victory 
will surely belong to them so long 
as they rely on themselves and on 
the rifles in their hands and per- 
severe In their armed struggle 
against U.S. imperialism and Is- 
raeli aggressors. 

This statement was made in a 
recent interview with a corres- 
pondent of the Iradqi newspaper 
"al jumhooriyah", which published 
it today. 

Arafat reiterated the Palestinian 
people's determination to reject 
all plots of so-called "peaceful 
solution" and to carry their armed 
struggle through to the end. 

Emphasizing the protracted na- 
ture of the Palestinian people's 
liberation cause, Ararat said: "We 
are Ui need of still more stead- 
fastness and further mobUlzatlon 
of our potentials for the battle."

ROME — The Italian workers' strikes agatnst ruthless exploitation 
by monopoly capitalist class and for their own vital Interests is 
continuing to develop while the struggle of the Italian students against 
the decadent educational system and government suppression is 
surging forward. The struggles of the workers and students have 
formed a revolutionary torrent fiercely dashing at the reactionary 
rule of Kalian monopoly capital, according to reports from Rome. 

Over one million metal and machine-building workers and 900,000 
textile and garment workers started alternate work stoppage on a 
nation-wide scale recently to press their demands for wage in- 
creases. 120,000 textile and garment workers downed tools In Biella. 
Pavla, Florence and Prato yesterday. Metal and machine — building 
workers walked out inTernion December 1 7th and in pesaro on the 
19th. 

A general strike tor higher wages and full employment com-, 
pletely paralyzed the city and Province of Rleti, Lazlo region', on 
December 18th. The Strikers also held demonstrations. General 
strikes for pressing the same demands were held In Ascol and lest, 
Marche region, yesterday. 

A nation-wide strike against dismissal was staged by sugar mill 
workers on December 18th and 19th. 

In Vleenza province, Northern Italy, factories of the" Mar&otto" 
textile concern were paralyzed by a strike on December 18th. The 
3,000 strikers fought for higher wages, shorter working hours and 
democratic rights In their plants. 

Over 60.000 university and high school students in Rome went on 
strike in strong protest against the decadent educational system and 
the reactionary government policies. They held a mammoth demon- 
stration which disrupted downtown traffic. Students of Rome Univer- 
sity occupied the arts faculty, the engineering faculty and the faculty 
of physiology in protest against fascist police atrocities. 

Defying police threats, university students in Milan, Trento and 
many other cities continued to occupy their universities. 

Meanwhile, in various parts of Italy, more and more high school 
students rose up and fought side by side with university students and 
workers. In the city of Ferrara, Emilia region, Northern Italy, a 
general strike for an Indefinite period was called in all high schools. 
Street demonstrations were held by several thousand students 



for three days running beginning on December 17th. 

In Leghorn, Tuscany region, Central Italy, the students reoccupled 
the technical institute of industry after the police had forced them 
to withdraw from It. High school students occupied all the high schools 
In the city on December 18 to support the students' struggle in the 
institute and protest against police outrages. The longshoremen in 
the city stopped work for half an hour In solidarity with the students' 
just struggle. 

At Viareggio, north of Leghorn, all high schools were occupied by 
the students on December 16, Two days later, the students demon- 
'strated in the streets against the police attempt to drive them out Of 
their schools. 

In Pisa, another important city In Tuscany region, the technical 
Institute of Industry was occupied again on December 18 after the 
police had driven the students out by force. Meanwhile a general 
strike was held in all trade schools. 

In the Sulcls coal basin at Carbonia, Sardinia region, all secondary 
school students went on strike on December 18 to protest against 
mass unemployment of young graduates. Inspired by the un- 
precedented upsurge of the mass movement, primary school students 
also took part In the struggle. AtRiesi, a small town in Sicily Region, 
Children of a primary school went on strike and demonstrated on 
December 14. They demanded that their school be better equipped 
and a road leading to the school be built. 

On December 18 students' just struggles also took place in cag- 
liarl, Arezzo, Ancena, Assist and other Italian cities. 

To put down the mounting mass movement, the Italian rullngclique 
again tried to deceive the masses by promising to make "reforms". 
At the same time, it stepped up the suppression of the masses by 
the police, the courts and other arms of the state apparatus. After 
instructing the police to kill or wound large numbers of demon- 
strating workers and students, the Italian government now made 
"charges" against hundreds of students in an attempt to persecute 
them under the bourgeois I. aw. 

In Milan alone, "charges" were brought against 70 students for 
participation In strikes and demonstrations. The prevented action 
of the Italian government is arousing greater indignation and re- 
sistance from the Italian people. 



NEW ITALIANS 

ROME — The Italian monopoly 
capitalist class has recently made 

a coalition government of the 
Christian Democratic Party, The 
United Socialist Party and the Re- 
publican Party. 

The change took place while 
contradictions between classes 
were sharpening and the troubles 
of the people were sweeping the 
wuole country. 

Mariano Rumor, Secretary Gen- 
eral of the Christian Democratic 
Party, was appointed premier and 
Pietro Nenni of the United Socialist 
party its foreign Minister. The 
New government took office on 
December 15th. 

Under the impact of the workers' 
and the students* gigantic move- 
ments, the Italian political sit- 
uation has been unstable since the 
beginning of this year and the 
political-economic crisis in the 
country has been worsening all the 
time. 

U.S. IMPERIALISM 

WASHINGTON — U.S. imper- 
ialism, which Is at the end ol 
Its rope, is stepping up its de- 
velopment ol nuclear weapons In 
an attempt to further carry out 
nuclear black mall against the 
revolutionary people of the world. 

According to an announcement 
by the VS. atomic, energy com- 
mission, the UA government yes- 
terday conducted its biggest un- 
derground nuclear tost at the Ne- 
vada testing site. The test took 
place In spite of the protest from 
the local residents. 

The Incessant U .S. underground 
nuclear tests have long exposed 
the big fraud of the partial nuclear 
test ban treaty cooked up by the 
United States and the Soviet Union 
in 1963. 
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
